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Newbern is s i t 2a t ed  along a ridge near t he  New River i n h l a s k i  County and 
i s  a planned conrmunity l a i d  out  i n  twenty-nine l o t s  a h n g  the Wilderness 
Road by Adam Hance and nine associates i n  1810. It takes t he  form of a 
typical  l i nea r  turnpike town upon which i t s  po l i t i ca l  functions were super-
imposed t h i r t y  years a f t e r  t he  town's founding. Many of ~ewbern ' sor ig ina l  
buildings survive, although eleven buildings eas t  of the courthouse s i t e  
were destroyed by f i r e  i n  1924.

~ h e ' c o l l e c t i o nof 'bui ldings r e f l ec t s  . i t s  former s t a t u s  as  a. turnpike and 
l a t e r  a s h i r e  town. A cross-path a t  the  center  of the v i l l age  once led t o  
springs on, e i t h e r  a ide of the  ridge. A t  t h i s  cen t r a l  in te rsec t ion  i s  an 
early.,inn, the  Adam Hapce Bpuse,known loca l ly  a s  the "Summer Resort." A 
long (appr~ximately99 .feet), two-story weatherboarded building, p a r t i a l l y  
buil t . .of log, if.lhas tk i n t e r i o r  b r ick  chimneys a t  each end and. an exte-' 
r i o r  end chimney .with ':c o k e d - k b b l e  l iqes tone  breast  and br ick stack on 
an e l l .  Behind is an exceptional co l lec t ion  of  outbuildings, including two 
V-notched log s t ruc tures ,  one with a stone chimney breast  and br ick stack 
and the other  b u i l t  adjacent t o  a limestone chimney which o r ig ina l ly  served 
a kitchen, now destroyed. Tvo frame storage buildings and a frame dining 
h a l l  dating frorn the house's use as a r e so r t  i n  the late-nineteenth century 
are  among the other  buildings i n  the yard. 

Another ea r ly  survival  i s  the  hncan-Meredith House, a two-story, gable-
roofed weatherboarded building with two f ron t  en t r ies ,  a two-story porch, 
and a cen t r a l  stone chimney. Portions of t h i s  building are b u i l t  of log, 
but the second s tory  i s  framed. 

The Colley house, a lso a two-story house covered with weatherboards, has 
ar: ex te r ior  stone chimney a t  0ne.end.c.A. s ide l igh t  doorway and a mid-nine-
teenth-century porch embellish the building, but the fenestra t ion and depth 
of the walls reveal t h a t  t h i s  i s  a log house of the "rectangular" type. 

One of the important hos t e l r i e s  of ea r ly  Newbern was the Eaney Tavern. 
Located eas t  of the crossroads, t h i s  is a large two-smry frame building 
covered with beaded weatherboards. Bui l t  i n  two stages,  the f i r s t ,  o r  
eastern,  portion had br ick  ex te r ior  end chimneys. It i s  four-bays long 
with two f ron t  doors i n  the  center  of the facade. The l a t e r  portion, which 
has a two-story e l l ,  i s  three-bays long with a door i n  the western bay. It 
encloses one of the  o r ig ina l  ex te r ior  chimneys, making it a cen t r a l  stack. 
The tavern has a fu l l - length  f ron t  porch, but the  posts on the newer half of 
the building have modest Sam >rackets which the other half lacks. 

Other ea r ly  houses include the Shelley house, a two-story weatherboarded log 
building with br ick ex t e r io r  end chimneys, one of which is l a i d  i n  Flemish 
bond, and i t s  neighbor, t he  Allan house, a t rue log cabin. It is one-story 
high featur ing a cen t r a l  entry  and brick exter ior  end chimney and i s  pres-
en t ly  covered with asbestos siding. 

In  1839, Pulaski was s e t  o f f  a s  a separate county from Montgomery and Wythe 
counties, and Newbern was chosen as  i t s  sea t .  The pre-existence of a l i nea r  
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Picturesquely s i t e d  a ~ o n gthe ro l l ing  f i e l d s  of Pulaski- County, Newbern 
is a splendidly preserved nineteenth-century turnpike and courthouse town. 
Newbern's dirminating housetypee-the two-story, rectangular log house and 
the long, compounded tuo-story l o g  o r  frame house, both covered with 
weatherboarding--are t h e  r e s u l t  of the  combination of a s t rong  log-house 
t r ad i t i on  with building standards specified by the town's founders. As 
these buildings stand, Newbern exemplifies not any so r t  of "pioneer" l i f e ,  
but the  mature l i f e  of a provincial  southwest Virginia town of t he  mid-
nineteenth century. .~evbe rn ' s  f a i l u r e  t o  be included i n  t h e  route  of the 
Virginia and Tennessee Railroad and i t s  loss  of courthouse s t a t u s  i n  the  
late-nineteenth century insured t h a t  i t  would survive e s s e n t i a l l y  i n  i t s  
o r ig ina l  form.

Adam Hance, the  town's founder, had appeared i n  the area a s  a man of 
twenty-three i n  1770. In the 1780s he began accumulating land, amassing 
a considerable holding i n  a r e l a t i ve ly  shor t  time. In  1809, he conceived 
the idea of a town and ten ta t ive ly  l a i d  one out about one-half mile  from 
tha t  of t he  presenttown. He p e t i t b n e d  f o r  a rerouting of the  Wilderness 
Road, t he  grea t  Baltimore t o  Nashville turnpike, but  a law s u i t  i n i t i a t e d  
by an angry neighbor convinced Hance and h i s  associates t o  l oca t e  the tom 
on the ex is t ing  road. 

Twenty-nine l o t s  were l a i d  out i n  a l i n e  on e i the r  s ide  of t h e  road, with 
a right-of-way i n  t he  center  running down the h i l l  on e i t h e r  s i d e  to 
springs. Purchasers were guaranteed access t o  these springs,  but were 
required within two years to put up a house "at  l e a s t  16 f e e t  square, 1% 
s t o r i e s  high of hewn logs with a stone o r  b r ick  chimney, seams f i l l e d  with 
lime and sand, two glass  windows of 12 l i g h t s  each, shingled roof and 
completely ranged on both sides of the s t reet ."  

Newbern prospered as a turnpike town. Stores were opened by James Hoge i n  
1811, Henry Hance, and Reazen Vennillion. Adam Hance's inn (which h i s  
son-in-law James Tiffany took over i n  1824) was supplemented by the Haney 
Tavern, a t  which Andrew Jackson, Henry Clay, and Winfield Scot t  a r e  report  
ed t o  have lodged, and by another tavern now known simply a s  the "old Inn. 
A Methodist Church was organized i n  1830 and a Chr'istian Church i n  1837. 1 
When the county of Pulaski was created i n  March, 1839, a committee of im-

7. DESCRIPTION 

concept was maintained with the c luster ing of govennnent of f ices  and auxi l iary 
services near the crossroads. A courthouse, a two-story br ick building with a 
colossal  Greek Doric portico and flanking wings, was b u i l t  between 1840 and 
1842, and a cupola added i n  1853. This building, which was destroyed by f i r e  
i n  1893, was located diagonally opposite Adam Hance's (then James Tiffany's) 
inn. Its s i t e  is s t i l l  vacant. The county j a i l ,  erected behind the court- 
house i n  1840, is a two-story, three-bay center h a l l  plan br ick  building l a i d  
i n  four-course American bond. An ex te r ior  end chimney stands a t  the ea s t  end 
of the building, and an ex t e r io r  f l ue  a t  the west. The cornice is a s ing le  
course of dogtooth brickwork. Six-over-six sash a re  used i n  the windows, a l l  
of whose o r ig ina l  frames r e t a i n  the sockets for  t h e i r  v e r t i c a l  i ron  bars. The 
j a i l  also r e t a in s  many of the  or ig ina l  i n t e r io r  appointments. 

Next t o  the  Hance tavern is the former o f f i ce  of Joseph Cloyd Wysor, the Com- 
monwealth attorney. It i s  a small, gable-roofed, one-story frame building now 
known as the  "Do Better House." Wysor's house, a one-story, L-plan frame 
building with a bay window on the east  end of the  facade and with simple 
I t a l i ana t e  trim, a lso remains a t  the ea s t  end of town. 

Another building associated with Newbern's ear ly  prosperity i s  Vermillion and 
Stone's s tore .  Standing near the crossroads, i t  i s  a long, two-story, log 
and frame weatherboarded building l i k e  many i n  town, with a lean-to s t re tching 
par t  way across the  rear  and with br ick i n t e r i o r  and exter ior  and chimneys. 

A s  the town and the county prospered a f t e r  the Civ i l  War, new buildings were 
erected t o  house new ins t i t u t i ons  and services,  several  of which remain. A t  
the eas t  end of town is the much-altered two-story log building, now covered 
with aluminum siding, which served as the town's Methodist parsonage and as  
i t s  f i r s t  schoolhouse. The second school, a frame building erected a t  the 
turn of the century, is a t  the west end of Main S t r ee t  and now functions as 
the community center. A t  the crossroads i s  another s tore ,  b u i l t  i n  1875 and 
now used as the  l oca l  c r a f t s  e n t e r .  It is a two-story frame building with a 
shopfront occupying its gable end and i s  now covered with aluminum siding. 

Two former professional o f f i c e  buildings remain. Both are  t i n y  one-room, one-
s to ry  buildings with gable-end entrances. One has i t s  gable end removed and 
i s  now a woodshed and garage. The other ,  D r .  Henderson's o f f i ce ,  i s  i n t a c t  
and has a la rge  side-and-transom l i g h t  doorway which occupies most of i t s  
facade. Henderson's house, a two-story frame building with a low hipped roof, 
stands next to  it. These were l a t e r  the o f f i ce  and home, respectively,  of 
E. W. Akers, a jus t ice  of the peace. 

A small, two-room, two-door frame building, one-story high with a low hipped 
roof and cen t r a l  brick f lue ,  was the home of one Vogel, a German t a i l o r .  Down 
the s t r e e t  from him l ived the carr iage maker and mayor, Joseph Anderson. The 
two-story cen t r a l  brick chimney house with i t s  one-story e l l  was covered with 
asbestos siding.  When t h i s  was str ipped off i n  the process of res torat ion,

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i t  was revealed tha t  the west end of the  house is a two-story V-notched log 
s t ructure ,  but t h a t  the  eastern half was b u i l t  of log only t o  the second-floor 
level.  The e l l  is a square log pen with a frame l i nk  t o  the main s t ructure .  

The Methodist Church was one of the e a r l i e s t  re l ig ious  groups t o  come t o  
Newbern. Its or ig ina l ,  1831 s t ruc ture  was abandoned, and i ts  1851 ed i f i ce  a t  
the eastern end of t o m  burned. The congregation now worships i n  a modern 
br ick  s t ruc ture  a t  the  west end of the main s t r ee t .  

The community's Chris t ian Church, founded i n  1837, erected i t s  present build- 
ing i n  1860. It i s  a brick Greek Revival s t ruc ture  with a pla in ,  heavy cornic 
carr ied around the building and with a pa i r  of massive Asher Benjamin-type 
Doric doorways with ramped blocking courses on the gable end. 

Presbyterians established themselves i n  Newbern i n  1867. Their f i r s t  parson- 
age, a two-story log building, is s imilar  to  the Colley house, and has a brick 
ex te r ior  end chimney, but is covered with "pennastone." Its only embellish- 
ment is an I t a l i a n a t e  porch. Sometime l a t e r ,  a grander c l e r i c a l  residence was 
bu i l t .  This second parsonage i s  a two-story, three-bay frame building with 
i n t e r io r  br ick end chimneys, pedimented gables, and a bracketed I t a l i a n a t e  
cornice. The pedimented, cen t r a l  two-story portico with i t s  elegant, sawn 
balustrade, f i ne  f lu ted  Doric columns and p i l a s t e r s ,  and elaborate double- 
bracket-and-dentil cornice make t h i s  the f i nes t ,  though not the  l a rges t ,  house 
i n  town. 

A s  with most l i nea r  turnpike towns, the local  gentry l ived a t  the  edges of thr 
vi l lage.  Two large houses mark the l imi t s  of Newbern. A t  the eastern end i s  
the residence of Col. William Jordan, and l a t e r  of h i s  son-in-law, Judge 
Longley. It i s  a late-nineteenth-century two-story frame house with br ick 
i n t e r i o r  end chimneys, a low hipped roof,  and a cen t ra l  cross gable. A pla in  
f r i eze  and den t i l  cornice encircles  the building, and a one-story porch 
s t re tches  across pa r t  of the front. A two-story bay window a t  the l e f t  end 
of the facade gives t h i s  s t ruc ture  a s t r ik ing  resemblance t o  i t s  one-story 
neighbor, the Wysor house. 

Also b u i l t  i n  the late-nineteenth century was the home of Capt. Thomas Walker, 
a t  the west end of Newbern. This two-story frame house has a low hipped roof 
and in t e r io r  br ick chimneys. It s i t s  on a stone basement and has a cen t ra l  
entry  with side-and-transom l igh t s  and a s imilar  doorway a t  the  second-floor 
level .  This leads t o  the balcony of the  portico,  the building's noteworthy 
feature.  It i s  a colossal  pedimented a f f a i r  with a heavy cornice. A one-stor 
porch covers the f ront  on e i t he r  s ide  of the portico and continues around the 
eas t  end of the house. The columns of  porch and portico a r e  of unusual 
rus t ica ted  coursed limestone construction. 

Other notable s t ructures  from Newbern's prosperous era include the Sheriff  
Henry Anderson Carper residence, a two-story, hipped-roof, frame building;

the  Church of God, a p la in  s t i ck-s ty le  s t ruc ture ;  and the  reservo i r  of the  
1870s waterworks, i n s t a l l ed  when Newbern became too la rge  fo r  i ts  1848 system. 
This reservo i r  was res tored i n  1965 by the  Newbern Community Improvement Club 
as a c i v i c  project .  Of the  system in s t a l l ed  i n  1870, 1,000 f e e t  of the  orig- 
i n a l  pipe i s  s t i l l  i n  use. 

Construction i n  Newbern i n  the  twentieth century has been confined primarily 
t o  the  erect ion of King's s t o r e  and of a number of houses t o  replace those 
destroyed i n  1924. 

BOUNDARY JUSTIFICATION I 
The boundaries a r e  drawn t o  include a l l  of the buildings l i n ing  both s ides  of 
Route 611 from the private drive 700' southwest of Route 662 t o  j u s t  west of 
Route 787, thus encompassing the majori ty of the buildings i n  the  town proper. 
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8. SIGNIFICANCE 

i n  1853. The j a i l  was erected,  and lawyers' and judges' houses and of f ices  
c lustered around the  county buildings. The f i r s t  county court  was held a t  
James Tiffany's  house i n  May, 1839; a few weeks e a r l i e r ,  the  f i r s t  c i r c u i t  
court  sess ion i n  Pulaski County had been held a t  the  same place. 

Other services appeared i n  Newbern as it grew. A water system was created i n  
1848 and expanded i n  1870. A Presbyterian Church was founded i n  1867. Black-
smiths, t a i l o r s ,  ca r r iage  makers, doctors, cobblers, mi l le r s ,  and tanners 
were among the  tradesmen who did business i n  Newbern. The v i l l age  even had 
a newspaper, the  Virginia People, f o r  a period a f t e r  1872. 

The courthouse burned i n  1893, and a county-wide referendum the next year 
se lected Fulaski a s  the  new county seat .  But Newbern's end had been deter-  
mined years before by the  r e fusa l  of James B. Alexander t o  allow the  Virginia 
and Tennessee Railroad t o  be  routed through h i s  land. Depots were b u i l t  a t  
Pulaski and Dublin instead,  and frequent suggestions were made t o  move the  
s ea t  t o  one of those towns. The opportunity arose with the  dest ruct ion of 
the courthouse. 

Though Newbernites contested the  referendum, t he  county s ea t  was moved i n  
1895. The town's v i t a l i t y  survived a few more years a s  it enjoyed'brief 
populari ty a s  a summer r e s o r t ,  but Newbern i n  the  twentieth century has 
become a quiet  r e s i d e n t i a l  community. A small grocery s to r e  is the  only 
regular ly  operating business, and the Community Improvement Club and three 
churches a r e  Newbern's only soc i a l  ins t i tu t ions .
